bank commifieionerB today handed to 
Attorney General Hart their second re- 
port on the condition of the People's 
Home Savings Bank of this city. They 
describe the institution as beiug in tbe 
worat- pOBBible condition, and declare 
that K. H. McDonald Jr. and tbe direct- 
ora have been guilty of almost criminal 
extravagance, and recommend that the 
bank be taken from the control of its 
present manipulators and turned over 
to tbe care of competent bankers. In 
their report to Attorney General Hart 
the commissioners say: 
"Wo espe- 


cially call your attention to the fact 
that the enormous Finn of $92,!)3(>.60 
has been paid out for attorneys' fees, 
salaries, advertising and sundry ex- 
penses since December 1,1893. This we 
consider criminally extravagant.'1

TimirrruLK, Ogn., April 27.—Tlie In- 


dustrial army here has been very quiet 
all day on account of tlie rain. About

I" the department of agri- 
cultural labor, to which THE RSITDLICA:

ISor has 
there been a.iy very great advance made 
in the machinery of the shop and the 
factory during that period.

try, is well taken, but we are none tl 
less confident thai the present ronditir 
is very materially ujj-iravnttid by th 
fact that there is yet no proper adjust 
mcnt to the changed conditions result 
ing from the application of labor Gavin 
machinery.

What tbe Building Will Bo Like. 


A Vory Handsome 


Structure. 


The board of education met 
last 


ight at the city hall to adopt a plan for 
leir proposed new high school build- 
\K. After a short preliminary business 
leeting the board went into executive 
csaion and upon the third ballot tho 
lans of Harry A. Thomas of Fresno 
•ere adopted. 
Although it has not'beun oJlicially dc- 
iOed, tho impression given out by the 
toard is that the building is to bo 
irccted on the site of the central build- 
ng. The new structure is to be a two 
tory brick, with a ten foot basement 
,nd a partially finished attic 
The 


luilding will havo a frontage on Nslrect 
if 153 feet aud will bo 117 feet deep. 


Tho first floor, which is to be devoted 
o the upper grammar grades, will con- 


four class rooms, each 28 by 32 


eet 
The- general 
assembly room, 


which will be 52 by (K) feet,, is in tbe 
rear of tho class rooms. The principal's 
ollice and the lecture room will also bo 
on tho first floor. The lecture room 
will bo 20 by 40 and will havo raised 
eats. The windows will bo so arranged 
as to be easily darkened, so that a 
eteropticon can be used. 


The second story will be approached 


)y two stairways, each eight feet wide. 
IMiey rise in a twenty-foot hall, and run 
n opnosite directions. The second floor 
iliui 'is the same as that of tho lirst 
loor. It win be devoted exclusively to 
.he high school. Tho phynical labora- 
,ory on the second tloor will correspond 
a tho lecture room on the first Moor, 
Its dimensions will bo 28 by 30 feet 
with apparatus room, 10 by 1G feet, ad- 
joining. 
The chemical laboratory is to be locat- 


ed in the attic, and w.ll be the only 
hushed room in that part of tho build- 
ing. It will bo about the same size as 
the physical laboratory. 


The object in plncmg tho chcmica 


laboratory in the attic IH to have thr 
chemical fumes kept as far aa possible 
from the class and assembly rooms.
